Batav ia, Jav a, Ju ly 10 (/P) — 
The v olcano Krak atoa, which ex ­ 
ploded in 1883 k illing 36 ,000 per­ 
sons, began a series of eru ptions 
today . 
The eru ptions were occu rring 
at two minu te interv als, and lav a 
was spu med to a height of abou t 
2,500 feet. 
The coast watch maintained 
by the Netherlands gov ernment 
dou bled its arrangements for 
safety precau tions and ordered 
warnings to be sent ou t by tom­ 
toms throu gh the inland regions 
shou ld the eru ptions, in its opin­ 
ion, become dangerou s.

Washington, Ju ly 10 ( JP)—Re­ 
ports that the Roosev elt admin­ 
istration’s popu larity has dwin­ 
dled “temporarily ” in parts of 
New York State and New Eng­ 
land since the su preme cou rt’s 
NRA 
decision hav e 
reached 
headq u arters of the Democratic 
national committee. 
This information came today 
from W. Forbes Morgan, secre­ 
tary of the committee, who said: 
“West of the Hu dson riv er the 
president’s 
popu larity 
is 
as 
strong as ev er. Some of the peo­ 
ple in the northeast, perhaps, are 
a bit confu sed on the issu es. Of 
cou rse he is basically as strong 
as ev er throu ghou t the 
cou n­ 
try .” 
Ask ed to ex plain the situ ation 
in the northeast Morgan said 
•most of ou r enemies are located 
there and they hav e been snip­ 
ing at u s.” 
Besides the NRA decision, the 
tex tile situ ation and the contro­ 
v ersy ov er the procesing tax in 
New England are inv olv ed in the 
campaign 
of 
attack , 
Morgan 
said. 
The secretary , who helps k eep 
tab on pu blic sentiment for the 
committee, disclosed that he had 
discu ssed the m atter “v ery brief­ 
ly " with President Roosev elt this 
week in a conference dev oted to 
many topi's. 
Ask ed what the Democrats in­ 
tend to do abou t the attack s in 
the northeast, Morgan said: 
“We are going to open u p in 
time; probably after 
the 
ad­ 
jou rnment of congress.” 
The president’s son, James, of 
Boston, may tak e a leading hand 
in efforts to recov er strength in 
the northeast. National 
head­ 
q u arters of the y ou ng Democrat­ 
ic clu bs of America annou nced 
y esterday that y ou ng Roosev elt, 
with other national officers of 
that organization, planned to at­ 
tend sev en regional conferences 
of y ou ng Demcfcrats du ring Ju ly . 
Two of these meetings will be in 
the northeast—one Ju ly 26 
at 
New York City and another Ju ly 
29 at Boston. 
Formation of “activ e and v ig­ 
orou s" clu bs in ev ery cou nty was 
annou nced as the principal ob­ 
jectiv e of the regional rallies.

P) — 
Nev ada’s famed div orce mills 
grind swiftly and steadily , bu t 
Nev adans contribu te little of the 
grist. 
In Reno, for ex ample, where 
1,286 marriages were ended in 
the first six months of 19 35, on­ 
ly abou t 80 of the cou ples in­ 
v olv ed were married in Nev ada. 
Moreov er, a considerable nu mber 
of the 80 actu ally were residents 
of California or other states. 
Nev adans probably are as su s­ 
ceptible to div orce as residents 
of any other state, bu t if it were 
not for the stricter laws of su ch 
states as New York , California 


and New Jersey , many of Reno’s 
attorney s wou ld find it difficu lt 
to earn a liv ing at the bar. 
Du ring the period that 80 Ne­ 
v ada 
marriages 
were

wou nd u p in Reno cou rts, 412 
New York and 29 3 California 
marriages were dissolv ed the 
same way . Ju st u nder Nev ada’s 
total came New Jersey with 6 6 . 
With six months of the y ear 
gone, 47 states and 11 ou tside 
territories or foreign cou ntries 
hav e been represented at least 
once in Reno’s 19 35 div orce list.

Gov ernor Lehman, personally 
directing relief and rehabilita­ 
tion activ ities in New York state, 
su pplemented the warnings of 
health officials in u rging that all 
drink ing water be boiled to pre­ 
v ent a possible ou tbreak of ty ­ 
phoid fev er. 
Forty persons died in u pstate 
New York , fou r are still missing 
and property damage was esti­ 
mated at $25,000,000. Abou t 3,000 
persons were made homeless by 
the floods. 
Swirling streams that dam­ 
aged crops, tu rned* roads into 
canals and inu ndated cellars in 
northeastern Mary land deceded 
today . In the sou thern part of 
the state, the damage was esti­ 
mated at $15,000.

Rome, Ju ly 10 ( JP)—Italy ad­ 
v anced to 120,000 today its roster 
of troops designed to driv e 
for 
an “inex orable” v ictory ov er the 
empire of Ethiopia. 
Au thoritiativ e 
sou rces 
said 
Premier Benito Mu ssolin’s first 
command, wth the break -u p of 
the Italo-Ethiopian conciliation 
commission, will create two new 
troop div isions for action in East 
Africa. 
Non-commissioned officers and 
specialist soldiers of the military 
classes of 19 09 and 19 10 already 
hastened to colors in response to 
a fresh official order. 
Another large contingent 
of 
specialists from the class of 19 12 
was ordered to report Ju ly 20 for 
du ty . 
The amou s warrior poet, Ga- 
brielle D’Annu nzio wrote to Agos- 
tino Lazzarotto, Fascist federal 
secretary who has 
v olu nteered 
for African serv ice: 
“You are going to v ictory . It is 
inex orable—I wish to say fatal— 
to conq u er and to win. The pic­ 
tu re of the new greatness cannot 
be completed withou t a real Ro­ 
man triu mph against barbarity 
and against an alliance of bar­ 
barism.” 
The noted au thor, whose es­ 
trangement with Premier Mu s­ 
solini ended last y ear when II 
Du ce v isited him at his 
v illa, 
told his friend Lazzarotto: 
“I belong, woe is me, to the 
generation of Dogali and Adu a 
(where Ethiopians defeated Ital­ 
ians in 1887 and 189 6 ). I still feel 
the atrociou s brand on my back ; 
a brand which shou ld be can­ 
celled and which II Du ce of the 
new Italy will cancel withou t de­ 
lay —‘against 
ev ery thing 
and 
against ev ery body .’“ 
Thou sands of eager black shirts 
prepared in adv ance for the or­ 
ders which Mu ssolini was 
ex ­ 
pected to issu e soon for mobiliza­ 
tion of the two new div isions. 
Au thoritativ e circles estimated 
that the new troops wou ld total 
30,000 men—one div ision of reg­ 
u lar soldiers and the other of 
black shirt members of the fas­ 
cist party .

Albany , N. Y., Ju ly 10 ( IP) — 
With damage estimates mou nt­ 
ing hou rly , the state and federal 
gov ernments today shou ldered 
the fu ll cost of remov ing debris 
and rehabilitating flood-wreck ed 
New York commu nities where 41 
persons hav e lost their liv es since 
Su nday . 
The two gov ernments swu ng a 
fu ll force of relief work ers into 
action as the most conserv ativ e 
reports from the ten-cou nty area 
in the sou th-central area of the 
state showed the flood damage 
to be well in ex cess of $15,000,- 
0 0 0. 
Approx imately 3,000 persons 
still are homeless. Fiv e are miss­ 
ing. 
Chairman Alfred H. Schoell- 
k opf au thorized local work s pro­ 
jects of any ty pe that wou ld pu t 
men to work clearing u p debris 
and annou nced that the entire 
cost wou ld be borne by state and 
federal agencies. Ordinarily , the 
commu nities are req u ired to pay 
25 per cent of the cost of TERA 
work . 
As the TERA men mov ed to 
the scene, the American Red 
Cross and state health depart­ 
ment officers tack led the tre­ 
mendou s task of prov iding food 
and prev enting disease. 
Robert E. Bondy , national di­ 
rector of disaster relief for the 
Red Cross, established headq u ar­ 
ters in Elmira after an airplane 
trip from Washington. He sent 
trained work ers to dev astated 
commu nities 
and 
annou nced 
that “u nlimited fu nds” wou ld be 
made av ailable for relief work . 
Food 
and 
clothing 
already 
hav e been made av ailable, he 
said, and all req u ests for addi­ 
tional su pplies will be met q u ick ­ 
ly . 
The state health department, 
fearing 
ou tbreak s of ty phoid 
fev er, sent representativ es and 
eq u ipment to commu nities where 
the water su pply was ru ined. Dr. 
Thomas Parran, Jr., state health 
commissioner, warned that all 
drink ing water mu st be boiled. 
In most of the strick en com­ 
mu nities, war-time scenes were 
re-enacted as CCC men and 
TERA work ers du g into the piles 
of mu d and wreck age. At W at­ 
k ins Glen, where engineers esti­ 
mated the damage in the v illage 
alone wou ld be more than $2,- 
000,000, 
steamshov els, 
tractors 
and road scrapers were being 
u sed to clear away the wreck ­ 
age. 
More than 400 refu gees 
from this area are being q u ar­ 
tered in the Watk ins Glen high 
school. 
Hornell, where the flood was 
termed a “major disaster,” was

capital 
through disrupted com m unica­ 
tion lines, were accom panied b y 
urgent pleas for im m ediate as­ 
sistance. 
The m eagre advices indicated 
tha t few cities b etween here and 
Ichang, 800 miles to the west 
where the river torren t b oils out 
cf 
the 
m ountains 
onto 
the 
Y angtse 
plain, 
have 
escaped 
w ithout loss of life. Even approx­ 
im ate figures, however, were un ­ 
availab le. 
The flood, fed b y m elting snow 
in the m ountains of Tib et and 
w estern C hina, seemed to have 
struck w ith particular violence 
near Hankow. 
Typical was the disaster b e­ 
falling the town 
of Kingchow, 
b ordering on Shasi, w here two- 
thirds of the 
population 
was 


reported wiped out b y a sudden 
rush of foam ing yellow w ater. 
M any residents clung to trees 
and housetops, aw aiting rescue, 
while the flood underm ined the 
foundations of the 
m ud b uild­ 
ings.

from the 
sea, said

Y angste flowed over its dikes in ­ 
to tha t walled city of m ore tha n 
50,000 inhab itants. M any per­ 
ished.

Ichang were reported to 
have 
disappeared b efore the onrush- 
ing w aters. W hat b efell the vill­ 
agers rem ained a m atter of con­

C hang 
Sueh-Liang, 
pacification 
com m issioner 
for 
the Hankow area, sent a private 
plane over Shasi an d Ichang to 
scatter pam phlets, urging civil­ 
ians and officials to cooperate in 
an effort to check the flood. 
One thousand soldiers w ent in ­ 
to action, assisting in the 
con­ 
struction and repair of dikes. 
Hankow was still shielded from 
the full force of the flood, 
b ut 
b ecam e increasingly anxious as 
new leaks developed in its w ater- 
gates. 
Steam b oat captains arriving 
here from W uhu reported 
tha t 
the district was suffering from 
the m ost severe floods in its his­ 
tory. 
The Y angtse conservancy com ­ 
mission announced tha t the riv­ 
e r’s w aterm arks, except a t H an­ 
kow, virtually all exceeded 
the 
records estab lished during

1931 flood in w hich thousands of 
persons perished.
